No Exodus from Russia, 
Ehrenburg Predicts 


PARIS (INA). — The USSR 
has a clear line regarding 
Jewish emigration. It will 


not permit its citizens to de- 
part for lands with capital- 
ist regimes, the well-known 
Soviet novelist, ya Ehten- | 
burg, now visiting Paris, is 
reported to have told per- 
sons here when asked about 
the situation of the Jews in 
Russia. 

Mr. Ehrenburg declared he 
did not believe that great 
masses of Jews in the Soviet 
Inion wanted to leave their 
country. He estimated the 
number of would-be 
grants at about 100,000. 

The departure of 
100.000, moreover, Mr. Ehren- 
burg said, would make for 
the growth of anti- ——— 
in the USSR. and hence 
would have harmful effects 

Personally, he said, he con- 
sidered himself a dew only 
because anti-Semitism still 
prevails in the USSK and the 
rest of the world, according 
to reports ef the conversa- 
tion. If this were to disap- 
pear, he see no reason 
for remaining Jewish, he 
stated.
